The trees from suporlntensivo or- 
chards ara now, at tlie end of the century, small, 
trimmed army style, crowded, perfectly in lino, 
farming a vegetal fenco Hint borders a narrow 
alley on which a small true lor passes. 

The rigorously scientific- cliche of Intensive 
plantations is not less optimistic than the buco- 
llral luiago of the orchards of yesteryear. 

TUo Intentional small size of the trees, their 
crowding to the biological limits of resistance 
wero obtained with thn programmatic thought 
of forcing tile explosive growth of production. 
Because In ihesa orchards fruits are in larger 
quantities, more beautiful and more tasty. And 
a worm in a whole orchard Is more rare than 
a winning lottery tfukcL 


In the 1060s Romania had, among the first 
countries In tho world, the courage to count ou 
the promises of intensive typo cultures.

For a short period of iiino 
(hero was a Teal fever of plan- 
tation. Tho area of Homanlna 
orchards spectacularly grew 
from 212 thousand lia in 18 H 0 to 
128 thousand ha la 1070. Clas- 
sical plantations wero still vi- 
gorous, while tho new ones won' 
new grounds. After 1970, siipcr- 
Intensive systems were adopted, 
replacing only declining orch- 
ards. 

The . fruit growing patrimony 
Is of 352 , 0(1 0 ba. El w« conside- 
red the number of hoes compa- 
red to that of the population, 
we would find out there is a 
real orchard to each Inhabitant. 
In fact, the present area ensu- 
res a fruit production two times 
larger than nutritionists consi- 
der necessary for the food of a 
■Engle person (65 kg per year). 

From tho exlslanoo of this 
dtoponlbllliy comes the massive 
presence of . Romanian fruits — 
fresh or canned «- on Ihe world 
markets. 

"Our generation has restruc- 
tured the national horticultural 
atlas", said eng. Iancu Mlhal, 
the scientific director of (he In- 
stitute for Fruit Tree Research 
and Production, hr MSr&oInefll, 
Argeg county. "The rango of 
varieties has almost totally 
changed with the main . fruit 
tree species — apple, pOar. cher- 
ry, peach, apricot, ' nut, elo 
growing In our pedocllraatlc 
conditions. The promotion crite- 
ria were firm s productivity, the 
fruits’ taste .qualities, fqr some 
species preservation quail lies, 
and for all the abundnnoe of 
nutritional components.^ 


The large costs of melioration 
works, the pay off rate extend- 
ed to tens of years, the orch- 
ards’ longevity Imprint a certain 
stability to the options of deve- 
lopment and technological orga- 
nization. . 

'Tho melioration or big areas 
Involves a pcrspiicfive thinking 
and a well defined, economi- 
cally arguinoiilcd strategy. 


Tn this context, our collocutor 
wanted to point out Ihe fact that 
tho socialist typo properly and 
Ihe support granted by tho slate 
with Investment funds favoured 
massive planlalloas oil areas of 
hundreds of hoc l arcs, In specia- 
lized fruit growing basins, uni- 
tary designed according to Ihe 
latest technological and organi- 
zational prfuclplcs.

Why 
it was the biblical fruit that 
templed frolt melloralore Is easy 
to explain : It met the require-

molloralow tn Europe. 

But the creallon by Lho rese- 
arch elation or Vofitegd, Dhnbo- 
vlta eounly, of the rirst sinall- 
*I*o apple-lroo varieties adapted 
io living In groups of 800— 1.20D 
on a hectare (leu Hines more 
than In conventional orchards) 
and being genetically resistant 
(o diseases came as a shack to 
(mil farmers. This was largely 
fiue to Ihe conservative force of 
tradition but also® to the gap 
cabling then between research 
and production. In the sixth de- 
ride the Romanian melloralore 
were In Ihe vanguard of rese- 
arch ol a world level. "We wore 
among (he first Institutes In the 
world to have integrated our 


characteristics from foreign 
strains (often specific to other 
soli and weather conditions) 
have been mado possible by the 
efforts made by research sta- 
tions and higher education es- 
tablishments with a view to ob- 
taining fully consolidated mot- 
her -plants, able to food an 
adoptive crown. 

Most often, these mother 
plants are the descendants of 
old homegrown, therefore fully 
adapted, varieties. “The working 
hypothesis", said professor Ion 
Ccpoiu, head of the fruit-grow- 
ing department of the llorlieul- 
Uirc Faculty in Bucharest,” has 
been provided from ihe very 
beginning by smnll-slze mother 
plants.

The national apple collection 
for lustnqoe contains about 800 
b on log row n etralna and varieties 
and several thousands of fore- 
ign strains and varieties. Natio- 
nal gene banks have been set up 
for all fruit bearing trees grown. 
The creation of a now mother 
plant calls Tor tho replacement 
of characteristics currently ’ bor- 
rowing" from gone banks. Tho 
achievements of a type of mot- 
her plant traditionally lasts 
20—23 years, while by using the 
latest vegetative reproduction 
mothods Its duration has been 
shortened to 10—16 years. 

With the apple-tree Tor In- 
stance, the Romanian resear- 
chers have ltomologaled a Tango 
of 27 types Of mother rpiauts, 
each Af them adapted to diffe- 
rent podoclliuadc - conditions. 


Even though one cannot say 
that apples have gone out of 
fashion, we notice that fororasto 
for this quinquennium indicate 
a comparative .decrease of their 
share In frullfslrmlng. Only D.OOO 
bn will bo planted with apples 
In 1883 — 1990, down from 15,006 
ha In 1980 — 1881. Concomitantly 
the areas cultivated With plums 
(9,000. ha planted -In 1980-^1885, 
and ‘ 18,001 ha In 1983-1830), 
cherries and sour cherries (WOO 
ha and 13,000 ha, respectively) 
nre growing ■ spootaoularly. Also 
growing, to tho area under Pea- 
ch?s, a bpcclns whose curreat. 
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varieties supply enough fruit to 
ba eaten fresh from Juno 15 to 
October 30.
